Thomas H. Kuchel has virtually taken him- 
self out of consideration as a Republican 
candidate for soxernor. The advice he is 
gettina from r.is principal backers is that 
he is so valuable in the Senate, he must not 
r:sk ais post as minority \\hip and the pos- 
sibility he may some day be Republican 
leader. 


Last week, after lengthy back-stage ef- 


forts. he engineered rhe passage of the Au- 
burn Dam bill providing nearly a half bil- 
lion dollars for a huge federal reclamation 
project in the Central Valley of northern 
California. This is one more piece ia the 
massive manipulation of the state's water 
resources to try to meet the needs of a 
population growing by several thousand 
emigrants each week. "if it succeeds, this 
will be the first time in history man has 
overcome the ravages of a civilization ex- 
panding beyond the resources available to 
sustain it. 


But with Kuchel out, the Republicans 


lose their best vote-getter, as every poll 
shows him to be. In the latest California 
poll, Kuchel. running against Gov. Edmund 
G. (Pat) Brown seeking a third term, 
ranked 56 percent to 31 for the governor, 
with 13 percent undecided.

Republican State Chairman Gay-lord B. 


Parkinson says his party's candidate must 
get 20 to 22 percent of the Democratic vote 
to win. By that measuring rod, the poll 
shows Kuchel with 36 percent of the Demo- 
crats. Republican Joseph Shell, who con- 
tested with Richard M. Nixon for the gov- 
ernorship nomination in 1962, has 19 per- 
cent. 


For Kuchel there is. however, a catch. 


Republicans, asked for their choice of a 
nominee, showed 48 percent for actor Ron- 


ald Reagan. 42 for Kuchel. And that is a 
forecast, if Kuchel were to run in the pri- 
mary, of a war to the death. 


Although in 30 years of experience in 


state politics, Kuchel has proven a winner, 
the rightists in his own party never forgive 
his moderate-to-liberal \iews. They con- 
duct a ceaseless campaign against him. 
He was the target of one of the most 
\ifious smears in American political his- 
tory If he had not courageously stood up 
to it and exposed it as a deliberately fab- 
ricated falsehood, he could ha\e been de- 
stro> ed.

Anyone .Dinged in that kind of fire is 


unlikely to welcome a fight with oponents 
who are not fussy about the weapons they 
use. Just the sheer physical ordeal of cam- 
paigning in a big state with more than 20 
million people is in itself a formidable chal- 
lenge 


Add to this the need to raise several 


million dollars as a campaign fund, and a 
prudent man—with four more years to 
serve in the Senate as Kuchel has—would 
think at least twice. 


At the present writing, this leaves the 


Republican field to Reagan. He is current- 


ly being homogenized 
by 
the 
advertising 


firm of Spencer-Rob- 
erts and Associates. 
Into the Spencer-Rob- 


erts blender goes the early Reagan phrase 
as. in his own description, a militant liber- 
al and leader in the Screen Actors' Union, 
his crusade for free enterprise paid for by 
General Electric and the rightist-Goldwa- 
ter performance that made him the hero 
of conservative groups across the nation. 
Presumably he will come out as bland a 
product as that other actor, George Mur- 
phy, who won a Senate seat in November 
despite the Johnson landslide. In his cam- 
paign, Murphy purred with charm and 
good will, and almost no one could take ex- 
ception to his views when he expressed 
any. The negative Senate votes he has cast 
—against funds for the disarmament agen- 
cy, apainst Medicare, against aid to educa- 
tion—may surprise some who voted f o r 
him, since he stood firmly for home and 
motherhood, with few clues on touchy is- 
sues. 


Now Murphy has been proposed by 


Parkinson as a candidate for governor. 
And -while little notice, the suggestion was 
made by Senator Kuchel the other day, at 
least by implication, that the Republicans 
put up a Democratic conservative, Mayor 
Sam Yorty, for the governorship. The po- 
litical arithmetic in this is obvious—Yorty 
running against Brown would further frac- 
ture the divided Democrats.

Peace, Or Trouble Elsewhere? 


Col. Nasser, of Egypt, and King Faisal, 


of Saudi Arabia, have completed their talks 
and lead us to believe that a form of peace 
and quiet now will prevail in Yemen. 


Interestingly enough neighbor of the con- 


ferees are Yemenites. Their interests sim- 
ply clashed in Yemen, causing the extinc- 
tion of 500,000 Yemenites and making as 
many more into refugees. 


Yemen, the old Queen of Sheba coun- 


try, lies west of Saudi Arabia, but it also 
lies athwart the ambitions of Egypt's Nas- 
ser. It was Nasser who staked his hopes on 
the overthrow of the former Imam Moham- 
med al-Badr and hastened 50.000 Egyptian 
troops in to bolster the questionable re- 
gime of the revolutionary President al-Sal- 
lal. This caused Saudi Arabia to defend 
Yemen's royal cause, mainly because Sau- 
di Arabia is opposed to Nasser. 


WASHINGTON — The De- 


fense Department is about 
to sell the most expensive 
holes in the 
ground ever 


dug. 
They cost the taxpay- 


ers $10.000,000 to S12.000.000 
apiece to dig them, but they

Oil rich Saudi Arabia has done well across; 
24 Atlas-F sites, 


with its western connections and is, speak- each with a silo five floors 
ing in terms of the Near East, a prosperous deep; and nine Titan-1 sites 
and advancing nation. It is not interested 
in any kind of reorganization that Nasser 
has in mind for all the Arab states. Nas- 
ser considers himself a dedicated revolu- 
tionist whose aim is to remove every ves- 
tige of Western influence from all Arab 
states. We assume this means he dreams 
of an empire of his own. 


His position makes it questionable 


whether peace will now prevail in the Mid- 
dle East. It may in Yemen for a while, 
but a failure there only gives Nasser liberty 
to try his luck somewhere else. 


But all we can do is hope for the best. 


Perhaps Nasser has had enough backsets 
by now that he will begin to draw in the 
lines of his ambition.

Ross Asks Court To 
Dismiss Remap Appeal

The Nebraska Justice De- 


partment reported Friday that 
Omaha Atty. August Ross has 
asked the U.S. Supreme Court 
to dismiss an appeal involving 
the first reapportionment ef- 
fort of the 1965 State Legisla- 
ture. 


The appeal was filed in the 


nation's high court by the Jus- 
tice Department after a three- 
judge federal panel last May 
ruled LB628 was invalid. 


Ross' motion for dismissal 


noted that the Legislature 
passed a second redistricting 
measure, LB925, late in the 
recent session. 


The effect of passage of the 


new bill, Ross said in a brief 
to the Supreme Court, was to 
make the questions presented 
in the appeal of the original 
measure moot. 


Ross urged the high court 


to return Nebraska's reappor- 
tionment problems to the jur- 
isdiction of the 
three-judge 


panel.

The most beautiful sight 


for a golfer is the sight of

But the 12th hole at Lin- 


coln's Holmes Park offers 
beauty of another nature 
and qualifies as No. 12 in 
The Lincoln Star's Nebras- 
ka's Best 18. 


The sight of the two sand 


traps that guard the front 


and back of the green on 
the right side may not offer 
much beauty to the golfer 
about to hit his tee shot. 


But 
the background of 


the hole offers a panoram- 
ic view of Lincoln's sky- 
line. The hole stretches 209 
yards away from the cham- 
pionship tees and the green 
slopes from right to left. 


When host 
pro J o h n 


Young and amateurs Char- 
lie Borner and Matt Taber 
played the hole, the pin was 


just to the 
left of center. 


The hole becomes very dif- 
ficult w h e n the pin is 
placed to the right side be- 
tween the two traps. 


The green is considerably 


lower than the lee as the 
fairway d r o p s gradually 
from the tee to a p o i n t 
about 25 yards in front of 
the green, then rises slight- 
ly to the green. 


With the host pros only 


one over par 
through 11 


holes. Young used a 3-iron 


to the fi ont part of t h e 
green, leaving himself an 
18-foot putt. 


The Holmes Park p r o 


nearly got the pros back to 
even par as his birdie putt 
just skimmed by the hole. 
He made the short tap-in 
coming back to keep t h e 
pros one over. 


B o r n e r, who is three 


over par, also used a 3-iron 
off the tee and was to the 
left side of the green and 


below the pin. His 25-foot 
uphill putt stopped a f o o t 
short as he took a par on 
the hole and remained at 
three over for the series.

sand trap. He had a 35-foot 
downhill putt which he left 
two feet to the left of the 
hole.
